The  camp 
educationat  adviser  should  be  able  to 
help  in  giving  the  .fessons  and  then 
give  the  examination.  , After  hav 
completed  the  course  the  man  should  be 
able  to  pass  an  entrance  examination 
here  at  the  University.  In  that  case 
it  could  be  applied  as  entrance  credit.

Where  this  is  advisable,  you  will  receive 
a note  stating  the  exact  time  to  expect 
your  teacher  and  where  he  will  be.
